PRESENT LIMIT OF WIRELESS 



Dependa Largely on Existing Weather 
Conditions, but Possibilities Are 
Apparently Unknown. 



to Prof. J. A. Fleming, 
several of the most powerful wlreleaa 
statlona are now generating ether 
waves having a length from crest to 
crest of about four miles, and these 
disturbances can be "detected" at dis- 
tances up to 6,000 miles from their 
source — that is, four such atatlons 
would BufBce to "girdle" the earth. 
Obviously, however, the ability to ••de- 
tect" the signals over thie vast dis- 
tance, presumably under favorable 
weather conditions, la a very differ- 
ent thing from the power to maintain 
commercial communication along the 
route. As yet the wireless service 
available to the publie covers but a 
third, or at most half, this distance. 

TLere Is as yet no means of deter 
mining the practical limit of wireless 
communication. Improvements in ap- 
paratus, perhaps even some new dis- 
covery as to methods of atlrring up 
the ether, may revolutionize the art 
and upset all present standards. But 
at present even the most successful 
systems get into serious difficulties 
when called upon to maintain constant 
communication over a line 2,000 miles 
in length. A recent British wireless 
commission was able to secure but 
one demonstration on a line 1,000 
miles long, although several companies 
declared their ability much to exceed 
this distance in a commercial installa- 
tion.— New York Evening Post.

Origin of (he Term Swan-Song. 

The Idea of the sentimeut conveyed 
by the worda "awan song" is that the 
swan when dying alnga for the first 
time.

Wash lingerie wslsts as usual, but 
do not March When dry, dip In borai 
water, nalng one tables poonful of 
borax to one quart of warm water. 
Wring out and fold In a towel for a 
few boars. Then Iron dry. The 
waists will not get mussed nearly aa 
soon as when starched and are easier 
to Iron. When Ironing use a small 
Iron. Sprinkle some orria powder un- 
der the Ironing sheet and you wlU 
And that It will give a delicate per-

To have a nice, smooth staren. pat 
a few drops of kerosene la and stir un- 
til blended with the starch. It will 
prevent the starch from sticking. 
When washing very delicate fabrics, 
such as mull, orgsndy, net, lace, etc., 
stiffen with gum arable. Dissolve the 
gum In hot water to a consistency of 
mucilage and keep bottled for use. 
Add a tablespoon to a large cup of 
water. 

Elaborate net waists are best clean- 
ed aa follows: FM1 a two-quart fruit 
can with gasoline, put the waist to be 
cleaned in this, screw the top on well 
and let stand overnight. In the morn- 
ing shake the can back and forth. The 
motion will churn the dirt from the 
waist If much soiled, rinse In fresh 
gasoline. Hang on the line until all 
odor haa disappeared. Shake well and 
press with a warm iron. Net yokes 
and sleeves can be very successfully 
dry cleaned by rubbing gently In pul- 
verised laundry starch and then shak- 
ing the starch out 

To clean the lace yoke of a gowa 
without ripping it out, place under the 
lace a clean Turkish bath towel folded 
to several thicknesses, then scrub the 
lace well. An embroidery hoop Is also 
of assistance and protection when 
cleaning a yoke. Put the soiled part 
of the yoke in the hoop and clean. 



Tomato Salad. 

With the plump, crimson "love ap- 
ple" at its beat, tomato salad may 
well grace the family board at fre- 
quent Intervals. Select solid, ripe to- 
matoes of even size and pour over 
them boiling water enough to cover. 
Peel and put on ice. When chilled, 
cut off a slice from the stem end. 
and with a spoon handle scoop out 
the center of the tomato. Cut some 
celery fine and mix with a mayonnaise 
or boiled dressing, and fill the tomato, 
allowing it to come well over the top. 
Arrange nests of tender lettuce leaves 
on a dish, put a little mayonnaise 
on each and the tomato In the cen- 
ter of the dressing, preaslng It down 
so that the dressing will spread out 
beyond the tomato

Planked Chicken. 
For two spring chickens, which will 
serve four persons, a cupful of boiled 
rice is required, half a pound of mush- 
rooms, one small tumbler of guava 
Jelly and three baked bananas. Stew 
the mushrooms; put the chicken eith- 
er In the oven or under the broiler, 
bone side to the hottest part of the 
fire. Heat the plank, put the chicken 
on, bone side down, dust with salt 
and pepper, and broil on the board 
under the gas for half an hour; gar- 
nish with rice; pour over the mush- 
rooms. Place at the corners small 
bread patties, holding the guava Jelly. 
Place at the side the bananaa and 
send Instantly to the table. 



Fish Chowder. 

Fry out dry in the dinner pot soma 
thin slices of pork; put in a layer of 
potatoes sliced In the same way; also 
some Ash; repeat in the same order 
until all is in the pot, putting soma 
pepper and salt on each layer of po- 
tatoes; split some hard biscuits, dip in 
water, and put them around the sides 
and over the top; put In water enough 
to come Into sight. Stew until the pc 
tatoes are done, and add half a pint ot 
milk or a teacup of sweet cream be 
fore taking up. 



Stuffed Eggs. 

For Mix hard-boiled eggs take one 
cup of flnely.chopped cooked meat, one 
tablespoon melted butter, one-quarter 
cup of aweet cream. Season to taste. 
Cut the egga In halves, carefully take 
out yolks and mix to a smooth paste 
with the melted butter. Add the meat 
and seasoning, mix with the cream 
gradually, aa It may not all be needed, 
sni n the eggs with this mixture, press 
together and roll lu egg and bread 
crumbs. Fry in hot fat. 



Spotless Linens. 

To remove a spot that Is liable to be 
made on a clean tablecloth, fold a 
towel smoothly under the spot and put 
a bowl under it beneath the soiled 
part of the cloth. Pour boiling water 
through, a little at a time, until the 
stain dlsappeara. Soak up part of the 
water with another towel and lay the 
wet piece smooth on the under towel 
Cover and dry with a hot iron. 



Fish Salad. 

Left-over boiled or baked fish may 
be used in an appetizing aalad. Pick 
■part the larger pieces, so that the 
fish will be flaky. Sprinkle over It a 
little onion Juice and chopped parsley 
and toss with crisp lettuce leaves lu 
French dressing.

Hunting wild animals mny be all 

right bo far as it goes, but how mnch 
more romance and how mnrh more 
romance and how much more value 
to the world there is in hunting i«r 
wild vegetables and plants which can 
he made use of for the benefit of 
humanity. F. N. Meyer, the gov- 
ernment agricultural explorer, haa 
started on another trip to China and 
Siberia in search for new fruit nov- 
elties which can be introduced into 
this country. He will he pone three 
years, and during that time will 
travel with his own caravan in the 
wildest parts of eastern Asia. 

Whenever he hears of a remark- 
able fruit he will follow it up and 
get feeds or cuttings from the tree. 
This will be sent to Washington for 
propagation and study. Owing to 
the great distance it is very difficult 
to make scions or cuttings preserve 
their vitality so they can bo made to 
gTow. One of the objects of this long 
journey is to procure cuttings of the 
famous Frit Ching peach of China. 

This peach trrows so that it weighs 
as much as three pounds. On a for- 
mer trip Mr. Meyer got cuttings 
from it, but they refused to live 
when grafted on American stock. 
Stones from the peaches have been 
planted, but there is little hope from 
them, for peach seedlings seldom 
come true to variety or are of much 
merit.— Pathfinder.

TAMMANY SNOWED UNDER 



FOLLS CLOSED AT 11:30. 



Only Precinct In Which There 
Was Any Disorder Re- 
ported. 



Trouble between the races was 
narrowly averted at Newstead when 
a negro woman roughly pulled Mrs. 
E. D. Jones out of a door in an effort 
to crowd into the polling place about 
ll:30o'clock. 

Several negro women had attempt- 
• ed to vote, but were unable to stand 
the educational test and were sent 
out without being allowed to vote. 
This caused bad feeling among the 
negro men about the polls. New- 
stead being a Republican stronghold, 
and there were mutterings to the 
effect that the women would vote if 
any women did. whether they could 
read or not. Finally at the hour 
named, Mrs. E. D. Jones appeared 
and was about to enter the polls 
when the wife of Porter West, col., 
it is said, roughly pulled her out of 
the door and attempted to go in 
ahead of her. Mr. Jones, seeing his 
wife pushed back, started towards 
the scene of the trouble when a num 
her of negro men got around the 
woman who had caused the trouble 
it is reported several of them 
re threatening and very defiant 
Mr. Jones' son, Tom Jones, got his 
parents out of the crowd and per 
anaded his father to restrain him 
adf. Only a few white men were 
present at the time, but the affair 
aaon caused much indignation and 
white men began to appear on the 
arene prepared for trouble. 

Jno. M. Renshaw, Republican can 
didate for Sheriff, was present and 
is reported to have concurred in the 
■decision that bloodshed would best 
be avoided by closing the polls. The 
officers thereupon came to {own 
about two o'clock bringing the bal- 
lot box with them and reported at 
the Sheriff's office. After consulta-

•to get there in time and the precinct 
is not included in the returns.

Uncle's Idea of Teaching His Country 
Nephew Caution Proved Some- 
thing of a Failure. 

A youth from the country was pay 
Ing his first visit to New York, and 
accompanied by his uncle, a leading 
banker, went to the theater, says the 
Pathfinder.

At Brest, (he most important na* 
ral center of France with the excep- 
tion of Toulon, there is an institu- 
tion founded by the Empress Eu- 
genie which takes charge of the 
daughters of sailors, firemen and 
other employes of the navy and edu- 
cates them at the government's ex- 
pense, says an exchange. The head 
of the institution is the wife of the 
prefect maritime. 

Besides a few sisters of charity 
and an ancient guardian the institu- 
tion has a very important function 
in the "person" of Ulysses, a donkey 
of considerable age and respectabil- 
ity in the neighborhood. The prin- 
ciple duty of Ulysses is to be driven 
downtown twice a day and carry 
back the provisions of the institu- 
tion. Everyone in town knows the 
donkey with the exception of a cor- 
poral of the guard at the arsenal 
who arrived only recently in Brest. 
He has cause now to know the don- 
key whenever he sees the animal. 

By an old decree the donkey is 
permitted legally to enter the arse- 
nal yard, where there is plenty of 
green pasture. A day or two ago 
the new corporal saw one of the old 
members of the guard leading the 
donkey into the pasture. He remon- 
strated with the guard, who replied : 
"It is the donkey of the empress." 

"The empress r said the corporal, 
confused ; "but we are in a republic. 
There is no longer an empress in 
France." 

Then it was explained that an an- 
cient decree gave the donkey per- 
mission to graze in the promised 
land. A general search for the of- 
ficial paper was begun. Finally a 
yellow document was brought to 
light bearing the date of 1882, giv- 
ing Ulysses the right to enter the 
arsenal grounds and sojourn there. 
That day he made a triumphant en- 
try into his feeding ground.

Haaard Perry's Victory Belongs

The celebration of Perry's victory 00 
Lake Kris recalls that the northwest 
was not only settled very largely by

1912 13. Possessed, he said, "by an 
ardent desire to meet the enemies 
of his country." he applied for service 
on the lakes. On the very day thai 
the order came for his transfer to 
Lake Erie he sent forward fifty men, 
the second day he sent fifty more, an* 
other party started on the long Jour- 
ney the following day, and Perry him- 
self started on February 22, taking 
with him the boy of his famous paint- 
ing, his brother, aged twelve years. 
The wilderness trip was a hard and 
tedious one, and the lake was reached 
on March 27. All the men who had 
been under his orders ln Rhode Is- 
land bad volunteered for the service, 
so attached to him were they. 

There Is good reason to consider the 
operations that followed on Lake Erie 
aa part of the history of Rhode Is- 
land. The interruption of commerce 
by the war had thrown many captains, 
mates and seamen out of employment, 
and many of theni had taken service 
with Perry on the Narragansett 
flotilla. Thus It came about that 
Rhode Island had in the battle of 
Lake Erie not only Perry himself, but 
four of the nine commanders, a ma- 
jority of the sailing masters and 
mates, a large number of the remain- 
ing officers and a great many of the 
sailors, besides the men who superin- 
tended the rigging and arming of the 
fleet 

The centenary celebration, there- 
fore, Is a tribute to the prowess of a 
New England state. It was said years 
ago by a historian that there never 
was an expedition of Importance to 
the country which was made up so 
largely of officers and men from t

Many Old People In Berlin. 

According to statistics just pub- 
lished Berlin appears to be an extraor 
dlnarfly healthful place for the aged, 
who live there in remarkably large 
numbers. A feature of the figures is 
the much greater number of old worn 
en in proportion to old men, and with 
every decade above seventy the pro- 
portion increaees astonishingly. In 
Berlin the number of men between 
seventy and eighty is 12,898, while 
the number of women is 25,204. For 
Greater Berlin the figures are 20,049 
and 37,520 respectively. Of persons 
between eighty and ninety women are 
in an enormous majority. For Berlin 
the flgureB are 2,036 men and 5,371 
women and for Greater Berlin 3,169 
men and 7,810 women. Berlin has a 
large number*of nonagenarians, and of 
these three out of every four are wom- 
en. In Greater Berlin there are 364 
women who have passed their nlneti- 
eth birthday, but only 111 men. 



Moving Picture Animals. 
A jungle of several acres, inhabited 
by wild animals of all countries, many 
ot which are already well trained for 
the parts they are to play aa motion 
picture actors, is maintained near Los 
Angelea by one of the big American 
film-producing companies.

Big Balloons to Have Wheels. 

German manufacturers of dirigible 
airships are seeking a landing ap- 
paratus that will insure the safety of 
their delicate gas bags. Many of tbo 
most serious accidents to Count Zep- 
pelin's craft in the past were due to 
faulty landings. 

A car of considerable length re- 
quires the most dextcrousness in ef- 
fecting a landing, for an uneven sur- 
face is liable to warp the structure 
of the gigantic balloon, causing it to 
burst. 

Landing cars are now being pro- 
vided on which the huge gas bag 
rests when It is drawn to earth. 
These are equipped with wheels and 
assist in locomotion when the craft 
is being towed into its hangar. It is 
provided with a series of cushions 
along the side, and has grapplng 
arms that catch and hold the enve- 
lope of the balloon.

There was also a small lode mine in 
operation in the Innoko district, and 
a little work was done on lode pros- 
pects in the Chandalar, Fortymiie, 
and other Yukon districts.

It is 
only through reduction transporta- 
tion cost* by building railroads and 
wagon roads that any advances in 
the lode-mining industry of inland 
Alaska can be brought about.

Pikes Peak Not Sinking. 

Denver dispatches stating that re 
cent Government surveys show that 
Pikes Peak has sunk 39 feet in the 
last three years are easily explained 
Somebody has simply been compa 
ing the exact altitude of the rooun 
thin, recently determined by the 
United States Geological Survey as 
14,109 feet, with old railroad or bar- 
ometer figures of elevation. As a 
matter of fact to have come within 
40 feet of the actual elevation shows 
a good job of surveying for the ear- 
ly days when Indians were plentiful 
and instruments poor, for, after all, 
there is no royal road of determin- 
ing the altitude of any point. It has 
to be done to-day just as it had 100 
or 1.000 years ago, by a aeries of 
sights from the ocean shores.
